SA Simons stated that the Agents conducting the interview 
impressed upon Weinbaum the importance of such an allegation and at 
the conclusion of the interview Weinbaum advised that he would endeavor 
to recontact his informant and arrange for him to be interviewed by 
Special Agents-of the Bureau within the next few days if possible. | 


With reference to the original informant, Weinbaum advised 
that he is a White Russian who has been traveling in South America for 
the past three years and who recently returned to New York City. He 
stated thet in addition to his remarks concerning the alleged plot to 
kill Ambassador Litvinoff, the informant also advised that he has in 
his possession a complete list of all German agents operating in South 
America, SA Simons stated that at the time the informant is inter- 
viewed by Special Agents of the Bureau, an attempt will be made to 
obtain this list from him. 


With further reference to the meeting of tagfdfite Russian 
Fascists at which the alleged plot was discussed, Weihbaum stated the 
infortant advised him that he observed Vonsiatsky to give Kunze a 

large amount of money which was to be used for Kunze to flee the United 
States. In this connection, you will recall that information has been 
received that Vonsiatsky and Kunze recently fled this country although. 
this information has never been corroborated and the definite whereabouts 
of these individuals are not known by the Bureau at the present time. 


I told SA Simons that in view of the importance of this matter, 
every endeavor should be made to arrange to. interview the original 
informant at the earlist possible moment and that the Bureau should be 
promptly and fully advised of the results of the interview.
